From the London Chronicle: 
The 


fourth annual report of I1"1 Glasgow- 
tramways department, which covers 
the twelve months ended May 31 last. 
shows the continued progress o£ this 
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that Dr. Wharton saw there must be 
an enlargement of his work. Not hav- 
ing the means at hand to purchase 
larger premises, he moved them to nis 
old home at Luray. Virginia, and locat- 
ed them on a farm which he purchased 
within a mile of the town. The rail- 
road and turnpike run through 
the 


farm, the water is abundant, and the 
fine mountain air and charming scen- 
ery made it peculiarly fitted for the 
enterprise. It is about six hours from 
Baltimore and five from Washington. 
He obtained a charter from the legis- 
lature, with trustees and-officials, and 
all necessary provisions for its lawful 
and successful management. Instead 
of one large building he adopted the 
borne idea—many cottages with a ma- 
tron or "mother" for each, and a gen- 
eral meeting-place for meals, school 
and worship. Boys and girls arc taken 
between the ages of 2 and 10 as a rule, 
but the rule is often relaxed. 


For several years there has been an 


average of a new cottage a year until 
there are now eight in all. There aro 
always enough applications on hand to 
fill a new cottage. The farm and cot- 
tages (the farm contains 230 acres), 
are una_.- tha control of a superinten- 
dent and his wife, and are managed 
with care and judgment. It is sup- 
ported entirely by voluntary contribu-

lions. Bands of young womon 
are 


formed to send regular contributions 
or to clothe and care for one or more 
of the little ones. Money Is needed all 
the time and it comes. The little onas 
have never gone without a meal nor 
lacked clothing. 


The object of Ihe Whosoever Home 


and Schools is to tal;c destitute chil- 
dren, and preferably children of out- 
casts away from their pernicious as- 
sociations, and give them pure air, 
fresh food, clean clothes and moral sur- 
roundings. A strict regard is paid to 
religious Influences, and without hav- 
ing It forced upon them, they arc sur- 
rounded by an atmosphere of, right liv- 
ing and right teaching. In which they 
may with God's help grow to be His 
children by the word and spirit of His 
sraca. A good Kngllsh education is 


famous municipal enterprise. The gross 
profits have increased to £100,538. To 
appreciate fully the profitable charac- 
ter of the Glasgow municipal tram- 
ways it should be remembered tha 
the policy of the department is not to 
accumulate profits in aid of rates, but 
to build up a fine service, both cheap 
ifitd efficient. 
It hands over £9.000 ev- 


ery year to the common good fund, as 
a payment for wayleavee, which is also 
part of the profit, and disposes of the 
balance as it pleases. It pays rent 
for a few miles of tramway in Goran, 
which it does not own. It meets the 
interest (£13,497) on the capital and 
sinking fund charges (£11,075), and in 
addition has this year set aside the 
large sum of £22,684 for depreciation, 
which is written off capital. 
There 


still remain a 
surplus of £39,387. 


which, added to the common fund, 
would be sufficient to pay a dividend of 
S per cent on the capital invested. 
The net surplus, has been divided be- 
tween the permanent way renewal fund 
and the general reserve fund. 
This 


amount, however, does not represent 
the full earning power of the tram- 
ways, as the practice is very largely 
adopted of executing renewals of line 
and equipment out of revenue. Under 
this system the capital of the under- 
taking, which the sinking fund in itself 
is sufficient to wipe out in thirty years' 
time, does not grow. This wise policy 
is pursued while the process of equip- 
ping the lines with electricity traction 
is being carried on so as not to over- 
weigh the undertaking with a huge 
capital. Every year shows a great ad- 
dition to the number of passengers car- 
ried. During the last twelve months 
the total number was 10fi,3-14,437, which 
is almost double the number carried 
the first year of municipal working. 
The new competition of underground 
railways nnd subways in Glasgow has 
had no effect in arresting the develop- 
ment of the tramways, which show an 
increased revenue almost every week 
throughout the whole year. The re- 
port shows the increasing popularity 
of the halfpenny fares. Over 35 per 
cent of the tickets issued are tor half- 
penny fares and the average price ob- 
tained is only about S farthings. This 
is the cheapest travel in the country 
and exhibits the continual growth of 
the traffic, even without extensions of 
the system. The corporation is, how- 
ever, carrying out very important ex- 
tensions, running its lines into eub 
urbs, and is now contemplating a still 
more ambitions scheme, 
for

ler proportion having fallen from 47 
to 34 per cent, while that of Germany 
has risen slightly from 17 to 18 per 
cent, but that of this country from 17 
to 30. 
Of the general trade of the 


four greatest trading countries, Ger- 
many, France. Great Britain and the 
United States, the first and last named 
have increased each 15 per cent, that 
of France has steadily declined, and 
that of England has increased only 2.5 
per cent. 
The state of things descrip- 


ed in the Swedish report appears to bo 
causing something of a panic in com- 
mercial circles in England, and more 
attention is being given to the growing 
competition of this country. The fear 
that Germany was going to prove the 
successful 
rival of England in the 


world's trade is 
giving ulace to a 


greater fear of the unrivaled power 
of production of this country, and of 
its singularly advantageous position in 
respect to the most thickly populated 
section of the earth, western Europe 
and eastern Asia. 
The startling rev- 


elations of the trade statistics of this 
country for the last year have opened 
wide the eyes of those in England who 
have hitherto regarded Germany as the 
most dangerous competitor, and the 
danger is recognized to be the more 
serious because the rivalry of Germany 
was in price only at the expense o£ 
quality, while that of this country ex- 
tends to both price and quality. Sure- 
ly a greater than German}' is here.^says 
one of the English financial organs, 
commenting upon the wonderful show- 
ing of American trade statistics for the 
last fiscal period, and it asks in all 
seriousness if the moment can really be 
at hand when England will cease to be 
the shopkeeping nation of the world, 
and will have to take off its hat in 
farewell to its former customers and 
retire from business.—Ex.
